Grades and Curves

rail on.two blocks and forcing it into 
the desired curve by blows of a heavy 
hammer, 

When the forward march was halt- 
ed at 7 o’clock, ten miles and 56 feet 
of new track had been added to the 
Central Pacifie. Jim Campbell, board- 
ing boss and later superintendent of 
the division, jumped into a locomotive 
and ran it back over the new line at 
a-clp of 40 miles an hour just -to 
prove that the job had been well done, 

If the roadway had been perfectly 
level and straight, these men could 
have laid fifteen miles of track. The 
task had involved bringing up and 
putting into position 25,800 ties, 3520

By purchasing a new locomotive 
every nine days, a new passenger car 
every six days, and a new freight car 
every two and one-half hours during 
the last five years, Southern Pacific 
has more than kept pace with the 
rapid growth of the Pacific Coast. 

In the years 1928-27 inclusive the 
Pacific Lines of the Southern Pacific 
put into service 194 new locomotives 
of*all types, at a cost of $15,197,969. 
During the same period 818 new. pas- 
senger cars costing $9,519,844 were 
required, and 16,699 freight cars pur- 
chased at a cost of $86,388,174. In 
all $61,105,715 was spent in ‘five years 
for locomotives,. freight and -passen- 
ger cars. 

This total does not include 13,647 
new refrigerator cars purchased at a 
cost of $44,880,988 by the’ Pacific 
Fruit Express, in which Southern Pa- 
cifie owns half ‘interest. 

Lacking adequate new motive 
power, cars and other facilities, rail- 
roads could not long continue to serve 


‘the public efficiently and well. It must 


be..remembered that railroads, to 
make these large and necessary: ex- 
penditures- for equipment, must. be 
able to earn sufficient to render rail- 
way securities safe and attractive ‘to 
the -average man ‘or woman with a 
dollar to: invest.

Traffic in South 

On the Texas and Louisiana Lines, 
there was an increase in freight rev- 
enue during the first half of 1927 of 
$802,000. This wag due principally 
to-an increased movement of eotton 
on account of the carry over stock 
which failed to move in the previous 
year because of the low price of cot- 
ton; and to an increased movement 
of fresh fruits and vegetables from 
the Rio Grande Valley and of crude 
oil from the McCamey field, the rev- 
enues from practically all other classes 
of commodities showing decreases, 
due to loss of traffic on account of the 
Mississippi Valley floods. The gain 
in the first half of the year was more 
than overcome, however, by a loss of 
$1,709,000 in the last half of the year. 
Of this loss, about $950,000 was due 
to a shortage in the Texas cotton 
crop, and the remainder to the loss 
of traffic resulting from the Missis- 
sippi Valley floods and from ‘the gen- 
eral slowing up of: business during 
the last six months of the year. The 
operations for the year, therefore, 
showed a net decrease in freight rev- 
enue of $907,000 or 1.68 per cent. 

Passenger revenue decreased $2,-

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021,402, or 8.66 per cent, of which 
$1,149,815 is allocated to the Pacific

senger traffic was adversely affected 
by the Mississippi Valley floods and 
by the general slowing up of business 
in the last half of the year, the de- 
creases in passenger traffic of the rail 
lines were due almost entirely. to the 
more extensive use of: private auto- 
mobiles for travel and to moter coach 
and other automobile competition. 
In 1924 the gross passenger rey- 
enues of the company were $58,818,- 
668 which has steadily decreased until 
the figure for 1927 was $53,240,028. 
The constant campaign carried on 
for years to reduce fuel consumption 
in locomotives has been reflected by 
a gradual but large reduction in the 
amount of fuel used in proportion to 
the ton-miles of traffic moved. The 
reduction in pounds of fuel used per 
1000 gross ton-miles in 1927, under 
1926, amounted to .63 per cent in pas- 
senger service and 8.84 per cent in 
freight service. 
Railway tax accruals for the year 
decreased $263,298, the result, largely, 
of the repeal of the Federal Capital 
Stock Tax law in 1926. Tax aceruals, 
however, consumed 26.7 per eent of 
the net revenue from railway opera- 
tions as compared with 25.8 in 1926. 


Heavy Taxes 
The total taxes for the year of the 
transportation system and of the sep- 
arately operated solely controlled

This second article on constipation deals with 
the treatment of the ailment and is written 
by a member of the General Hospital staf’. 


HE treatment of constipation 

depends primarily on looking 

after the hygiene of the bowels, 
An attempt should be made to open 
the bowels every day at the same 
hour. The best time is immediately 
after breakfast, as under normal con- 
ditions most of the contents of the 
colon are then collected in the descend- 
ing colon and sigmoid. Then food 
taken into an empty stomach aets ag 
a stimulus to intestinal activity and 
contraction waves are set up so that 
the contents of the descending colon 
and sigmoid are propelled into the 
rectum, where they give rise to the 
call to stool, 

In addition to the call to stool in 
the early morning, a cali felt at any 
other time should be obeyed at once. 
Even when the natural stimulus has 
produced no call to stool one should 
make an attempt, as the straining of 
the effort produced by the voluntary 
contraction of the abdominal muscles 
and diaphragm increase the intra-ab- 
dominal pressure and may force fecal 
material down into the rectum and 
then result in the call to stool. 

In severe cases of dyschezia, the 
high seats found in the majority of 
water closets interferes with the max- 
imum efficiency of the. voluntary part 
of evacuation, and the squatting posi- 
tion assumed in uncivilized life is the 
most physiological. This can be ap- 
proximated in the water closet by put- 
ting the feet on a stool which is only 
nine inches lower than the closet seat. 
When children reach the age where 
they use the water-closet instead of 
a pot, this stool should always be pro- 
vided for them. 


Cultivated Habit 


The treatment of dyschezia requires 
patience and confidence. The patient 
goes to stool daily after breakfast 
and an attempt is made to have:an 
evacuation. If there is-no result an 
enema is taken consisting of only 
enough plain water ‘to dilate the rec- 
tal pouch ‘and empty it, Each day 
the ‘amount. of ‘water . is decreased. 
Thus regularity is established, the 
muscles gradually: réecover their tone 
and contractibility. In my experience 
the'use of the enema ‘is needed only 
for. about four or five days, ‘rarely 
ten days, after which: the patient’ has 
a daily evacuation without any. further 
trouble, If “one has~confidence -and 
patience it-always “succeeds. . 

A great-many people :become “wor 
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ried and nervous about ‘theit ‘bowels, 
Many become ‘convineed’ that unless 
they.stimulate their bowels -with, ca- 
thartics that a “stoppage” or block 
will result, and thus they.set up: the 
cathartic: habit, 
is:that it is dangerous ‘to‘skip‘a-day, 
that this likewise will result in’some- 
thing dangerous, which is untrue. 

Of all the ‘causes “of: constipation, 
errors of diet aré among the common- 
est, and complete relief.can frequently 
be ‘obtained by alteration of the ‘diet 
alone. One should drink one-half pint. 
of water with each meal,’and four to 
six glasses at other times during the 
day. 

Sufficient food should ‘be taken as 
constipation is as frequently due to 
its insufficient quantity as to its un- 
suitable quality. The food should be 
eaten slowly and well chewed, as large 
lumps of undigested food give rise 
to colicky spasms. It’ goes without 
saying that good teeth are essential 
to proper mastication. 


Proper Foods 

The main consideration in choosing 
a diet for constipation is to increase 
the bulk of the fecal.mass so as thus 
to stimulate the musculature of the 
bowels to act. We then give foods 
which leave a large undigested and 
non-absorbable residue. For this we 
select vegetables and fruits, partic- 
ularly the former. Vegetables con- 
tain iron, mineral salts and vitamins 
So are very vital constituents of our 
diet, aside from their having a very 
large residue. Fats and sugars are 
of great aid. All vegetables are of 
value, especially the green vegetables, 
as spinach and -cabbage, asparagus 
and onions, tomatoes, parsnips, water- 
cress, celery and lettuce. Potatoes 
are of little use unless baked and 
eaten with the skins on. . Vegetables 
or fruits, and preferably both, should 
be taken at.every meal. Stewed 
prunes and figs are especially worthy 
of mention. 

The amount of fat taken should be 
increased, Butter can be used in the 
cooking of vegetables, large quanti- 
ties of salad dressing made of oil and 
vinegar can be used. Thin people de- 
rive much benefit from codliver. and 
olive oils. Whole wheat bread is pref- 
erable to white bread.as it leaves -a 
much larger residue. -Oatmeal. is 
splendid. Milk-is thought by many 
to be constipating. - This is not true, 
It is without influence .on the intes- 
tinal movements.’ Ifa great deal ‘of 
it is consumed with:-little or‘no solid 
food, :of course constipation - results. 
Coffee, cocoa and -tea ‘contain tannin, 
which is constipating. ‘If tea ‘is taken, 
it should ‘be -brewed ‘but -a. few -min- 
utes, as’ long-continued brewing -ex- 
tracts ‘the’tannin from the tea -leaves.

daily use ‘of enemata ‘leads‘.to dilating 
and stretching ‘of -the -muscles ofthe 
bowel, producing “a “blunting ‘ofthe 
nerve sensibility of the:mucous mem- 
brane with resulting ‘loss. of :contrac- 
tibility. .They frequently produce . so 
much -irritation that the ‘evacuation 
following the enema contains’a large 
amount of mucous. a : 
One of the worst forms of hum- 
buggery and charlatanism is: carried 
out in the “colon filling stations,” 
where for a handsome fee the colon 
is “washed out.” The patient is shown 
a long tube which is passed “high 
up” in the bowel, the thoroughness of 
the “washing” evidently depending on 
the length of the tube that is passed. 
It is physically impossible to pass a 
tube through the anus more than four 
and one-half inches unless it is passed 
through a sigmoidoscope and then it 
can be passed but a few inches fur- 
ther, because the turns and flexures 
of the colon will not allow it to pass. 
The tube simply coils and coils on 
itself in the rectal pouch. This is 
demonstrated by the X-ray. Anyone 
in need of a “washing out” can take 
an enema by himself at home as effi- 
ciently as having a quack do it for a 
handsome fee. And not to mention 
the harm that these treatments can 
induce. 


Drink Plenty Water 

Mineral or petroleum oil is purely 
a lubricant. It is not a physic. It is 
not digested or absorbed. There have 
been a few cases. of colitis reported 
from its habitual use but it.is gener- 
ally harmless. It is especially valu- 
able in those who are apt to have dry, 
hard stools. It becomes intimately 
mixed with the food and prevents this 
and herein is its value.. On the whole, 
it is better to drink plenty of water 
and eat properly and thus conform 
to. nature’s plan rather than resort 
to artificial measures, 

Massage of the abdomen is. useful 
at times, except in ‘spastic constipa- 
tion where it may ‘do-harm: .Exercises 
such as horseback riding, tennis,’ row- 
ing, golf and swimming are’of value. 
Other “measures - such as ‘electricity

HE Oakland Transcript of that 

day.. (November “8, 1869) noted 

the progress being made in 
transportation methods with the fol- 
lowing ‘editorial comment: 

“There are many of us who remem- 
ber when the morning trip of the 
Contra Costa from the foot of Broad- 
way was delayed (April 14, 1860) for 
arrival of the first ‘Pony Express’, 
and who took part in the enthusiastic 
cheering which greeted the first Pony 
and his boy rider, as he galloped 
wearily down Broadway and was hur- 
ried on the boat with his precious, 
small bag of letters. 

“Today comes thundering into Oak- 
land the great ‘Iron Horse’ with tire- 
less lungs, speeding along with a hun- 
dred tons of steel and living freight, 
seven days from New York. Wonder- 
ful contrast! 

“The comparison between that little 
mustang and the great ‘Iron Horse’; 
between that small bag of letters and 
the train of heavy cars laden with 
passengers and freight; between the 
weary galloping of horse flesh and 
the never tiring force of steam; illu- 
strates the progress of California and 
erowds the mind with reflections be- 
yond expression.” 

‘Arrival of the railroad immediately 
‘began to show its effect on Oakland’s 
business and industries. Broadway 
suddenly became a busy thoroughfare 
with the teams of -hackmen‘and dray- 
men scurrying about carrying ‘passen- 
gers, luggage and ‘freight to or from 
the station. ‘The building..of a new | 
hotel ‘to take ‘care of the visitors com- 
ing into the ‘city -was urged.

After that date the original line of 
the San Francisco and Alameda Rail- 
road, which had been in temporary 
use by the Central Pacific. was turned 
over to the Alameda local trains. 

Properties of the San Francisco 
and: Oakland Railroad andthe San 
Francisco and Alameda Railroad had 
been operated under management of 
the Central Pacific since the latter 
part of 1869, and on August 22, 1870, 
these companies, together with the 
Western Pacific, San Joaquin Valley 
and California and Oregon companies, 
consolidated to form a new .Central 
Pacific Railroad Company. It was 
under the name of this company that 
the “Big Four” later built the San 
Joaquin Valley line south from Lath- 
rop toe Goshen, and -extended the 
Oregon line north from Chico into 
Oregon. 

The last section of the ‘transconti- 
nental railroad in Oakland was com- 
pleted during the latter part of 1870 
when the line between East. Oakland 
and the wharf at West Oakland via 
First street, was opened for traffic. 


Long Wharf Opened 


Work was in progress extending 
the wharf to ship’s channel and pro- 
viding slips for the largest sea-going 
vessels as well as the regular passen- 
ger and freight .ferries.. When the 
Wharf came in possession of the Cen- 
tral ‘Pacific it was‘about-.6900 feet 
long’ .with -width sufficient “for one 
track and a roadway for teams. There 
was a-single slip. for the ferry El 
Capitan, : 

Plans for the enlarged-terminal con- 
sisted .of .a ‘new track: for the main 
overland line, connecting with the old 
wharf about 4000 feet:from the Oak- 
lJand shore. The wharf itself was to 
be “extended ..4200/ feet -with three’ 


vtracks ‘and a team “roadway. Three 


slips-were to be constructed, one for 
the -passenger : ferry,‘‘on for .a new 
freight-car ferry, and one of sufficient

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The new two-mile wharf, which be- 
eame known as Oakland Long Wharf, 
was opened for traffic January 16, 
1871. In manner of construction and 
excellence of materials it was con- 
sidered the best of any similar struc- 
ture in the world.” 

With the opening of Long Wharf 
and abandoning of the old San Fran- 
cisco and Alameda Railroads short 
pier, the freight-car transfer boat 
Thoroughfare” was placed in operation 
to Second street wharf in ‘San Fran- 
cisco, This arrangement solved the 
problem of freight service across the 
Bay. 

Hourly trips were then being made 
to San Francisco by the passenger 
ferry beats. The £/ Capitan ran from 
Oakland Wharf and the 4iameda from 
Alameda Wharf. During 1871 a total 


. of 1,867,423 passengers were carried 


on the Central Pacific’s boats. 

There was a rapidly growing need 
for additional service and this was ac- 
complished during 1878 by building a 
line from Mastick Station on Railroad 
Avenue (Lincoln) Alameda to Seventh 
and Harrison. streets, Oakland, via 
Alice. street, connecting the Alameda 
“tocal” with the Oakland “local.” San 
Antonio Creek was crossed by the first 
railroad bridge built between Oakland 
and Alameda. 

This connection was opened for 
traffic September 29, 1878,.on which 
date Alameda Wharf was abandoned 
and the Alameda trains were operated 
to Long Wharf, where the Alameda 
alternated.with the £1 Capitan in mak- 
ing trips every half-hour to San Fran- 
cisco. At the same time train service

During the succeeding few years 
numerous additions and changes were 
made by Central Pacific to its ferry 
boat service and heavy expenditures 
were made in providing convenient ac- 
commodations for passengers at the 
Oakland and San Francisco terminals, 
and for expediting the handling of 
freight. The Oakland was broken up 
in 1874 and its name passed on to the 
famous Chrysopolis of the Sacramento 
viver steamers. The completely re- 
modeled boat went into service on the 

. San Francisco-Long Wharf run in 
September, 1875. A second freight- 
ear transfer ferry, the Transit was 
commissioned March 6, 1876. 

. First Ferry Building 

The Oakland ferry boats started 
landing September 4, 1875, at-Central 
Pacifie’s new passenger station in San 
Francisco. near the foot of Market 
street and the slip on.Davis street 
between Pacifie and Broadway 
wharves, which had been in-use since 
ferry service was established in 1862, 


was abandoned. The new slips on East 


street (Embarcadero) between Mar- 
ket and Clay, were constructed by the 
State Harbor Commission. .Market 
street wharf, adjoining the tew. ‘slips

A new slip was built. .at 
the foot of Broadway, Oakland, : and 
the Capitol, largest of the Sacramento 
river steamers, was completely remod- 
eled for the new “Creek Route” sérv- 
ice.* With the establishing’ of this 
service the handling of team traffic 
was discontinued at Long Wharf. 
The Central Pacific builders now 
turned their attention to obtaining a 
shorter main line between ‘San -Fran- 
cisco.

The road was built under the name 
of several different companies, in- 
eluding the Santa Cruz and Felton, 
Bay and Coast, Oakland Township, 
San.

On May 23, 1887, these properties 
were all consolidated under: the South 
Pacific Coast Railway Company .and 
on July 1 following this company 
leased its narrow gauge railroad and 
ferry boats to the Southern Pacifie 
Company,’ which company had also 
on April 1, 1885, taken over operation 
of all Central Pacific and associated 
lines.

Fine Work in Freight 
Protection Done 
During Year 


By R. G. Facaw 
Superintendent of Freight Protection 


Taar employes engaged in freight 
and train handling may know 
what good results their efforts to pre- 
vent loss and damage have .accom- 
plished, their attention is directed to 
some comparisons of the 1927 records 


with those of 1922. 

The performance of 1922 is used as 
one of the factors in drawing the 
comparison because that was the first 
year following the war period that 
the claim account resumed what 
might be said to be a normal! condi- 
tion. 

Improvement in freight handling 
has been made during the intervening 
years, but in several respects it was 
marked during 1927 to the extent that 
the record for that year was much 
better than the average for the prior 
fiye years, 

Southern Pacific Company, Pacific 
Lines, loss and damage claim’ pay- 
ments for 1927 equaled 0.71% of 
earned ‘Freight Revenue, for 1922 
0.86%. Average ratio for five years 
prior to.1927 was.0.81. If the 1922 
ratio-had prevailed in 1927, our claim 
payments would have been $233,816 
At the -five- 
year average, the increase would have 
been $155;544,

In five years, claim” payments ac- 
count of shortage decreased 69%, de- 
lay 46%, defective equipment 17%. 

But, measured in loss and damage 
claim payments, the record is still 
about $1,100,000 per annum short of 
being perfect and, as perfection is the 
only limit to freight protection work, 
we have no more than a good start.

At least, so thinks 
Charles E. ‘Hill, vice-president of -the 
National Safety Council, whose views 
appear in The Nation’s Traffic (St. 
Louis). Mr. Hill lays the blame for 
most of the present-day crossing trag- 
edies on the eareless or incompetent 
motorist, and he strongly advises ad- 
ditional measures of regulation and 
control. He says: 

“In discussing safety regulations at 
railroad highway crossings, we must 
approach the subject from a national 
viewpoint, for it has become a na- 
tional problem. While the crossing- 
aceident problem is but one of the 
many with which the railroads have 
to contend, it is no less important, 
and today is being given greater con- 
sideration by the carriers than ever 
before. 

“From 1917 to 1926, inclusive, in 
the United States, there were 20,021 
persons killed and 55,771 persons in- 
jured through accidents at! railroad. 
highway crossings, or an average of 
2,000 deaths and 5,570 injuries per 
year, the increase in deaths alone dur- 
ing this period being 26 per cent: 
During 1926 there were more people 
killed through automobile accidents 
than were killed at grade crossings 
during the entire ten-year period. 
Upon the assumption that the same 
increase will obtain, we see history 
recording during the year 1936 the 
deaths of 65,000 men, women, and 
children, through automobile accidents 
in our streets and highways, of which 
less than 5 per. cent will be the result 
of grade-crossing accidents. 

“We do not depreciate the serious- 
ness of the crossing accident problem. 
Our. only purpose in making these 
comparisons. is to undertake to focus 
attention on where the difficulty Hes,
